ROME, June 7—The four-Power

The pact was initialed tonight by 
Italy, France, Germany and Great 
Britain. 

Mussolini himself initialed the in- 
strument for Italy. For France the 
function was performed by Ambas- 
'gsador Henry de Juvenel, for Ger- 
many by Ambassador Ulrich von 
Hassel, and for Britain by Ambas- 
sador Sir Ronald Graham. The 
ceremony took place in I) Duce’s of- 
fice in the Venezia Palace.

gathered in the Piazza Venezia 
and shouted for the Premier.

Borah declared hotly that the ef- 
fect of this suspension would be to 
change completely the policy of the 
United States toward great combi- 
nations. If the laws against such 
cobminations should be set aside 
for two years, he continued, it 
would be impossible for the United 
States to retrace its steps back ‘> 
its present policy. 

Borah and Wagner Clash. 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, who previonsly had spoken 
at length in favor of the dill, took 
direct issue with the Idaho Sen- 
ator, and the two of them engaged 
in a sharp colloquy. 

Wagner said that the purpose of 
the pending bill was to bring about 
fair competition. This was the op-

Borah retorted that the bill was 
k step toward the ultro- 
concentration of wealth.”

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NEW YORK CITY TO TAX AUTOS 
TO RAISE FUNDS FOR RELIEF 


NEW YORK, June 7.—Taxation 
of all motor vehicles in New York 
City and bridge tolls for out-of- 
town cars were voted yesterday by 
the Board of Aldermen for the an- 


nounced purpose of raising $20,000,- 
000 for unemployment relief. The 
bill, which previously had been ap- 
proved by the Board of Estimate, 
will become effective on July 1. 

Owners of the 791,519 registered 
motor vehicles in the five boroughs 
will be required to pay city license 
fees at a rate similar to that now 
imposed by the State. Tolls will be 
required for the use of the East 
River and Harlem River’ bridges 
for out-of-town cars, the East Riv- 
er bridge toll being set at 25 cents 
and the Harlem bridges at 10 cents. 

The bill provides a registration 
fee at the rate of 50 cents for each 
hundred pounds under 3500, and 75 
cents a hundred in excess. Motor- 
cycles, ommnibuses, hearses and 
tractors come under the law’s pro- 
visions.

The new international instrument, 
Premier Mussolini said, has “pro- 
duced collaboration by the four 
great Western Powers, upon whom 
rests the responsibility not only for 
peace among themselves and in Eu- 
rope but also for the world.” 

Difficulties Over Disarmament. 

Outlining the history of the 
pact since Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald and Foreign Secretary 
Sir John Simon of Great Eritain 
came to Rome .on Saturday morn- 
ing, March 18, the Premier said the 
greatest difficulty was experienced 
over article 3, which relates to dis- 
armament. 

Premier Mussolini said the pact 
assures disarmament of the four 
Powers if the conference in Geneva 
fails or produces only partial re- 
sults. 

The agreement, he explained, re- 
fers to the “no force” understand- 
ing of Dec. il, 1932, at Geneva, 
which guarantees Germany theoret- 
ical equality of armaments. 

“The four-Power pact institutes 
no hierarchy of the Powers,” the 
Premier continued. “The four 
Powers concerned, already being 
permanent members of the League 
of Nations, do not intend to force 
their decisions on other states.” 

Il Duce waved a hand toward the 
diplomatic gallery and paid a 
glowing tribute to the British, 
French and German Ambassadors 
for their untiring, patient and care- 
ful work during the long negoetia- 
tions. The Senate gave the Am- 
bassadors a rousing cheer. 

The solemnly affirmed 
that the would have an in- 
tense effect in improving the eco- 
nomic situation of the world. At 
this point a burst of applause in- 
terrupted him as, stressing the 
value of the co-operation of the 
United States, he declared world 
reconstruction would be impossible 
without America’s help. 

“The pact is intended to prutect 
the interests of all rather than of 
single states,” Mussolini continued, 
“and is designed to open the way 
for world reconstruction.” 

French Government. 

The recent speech by Chancellor

NOVO-SIBIRSK, Siberia, June 7. 
—James Mattern was sighted here 
at 4:10 a. m. today, Moscow time 
(8:10 p. m. Eastern standard time 
Tuesday). He was flying high and 
fast toward Chita, Siberia, his des- 
tination on the fifth leg of his 
round-the-world flight. 

This town is about 400 miles due 
east of Omsk, Siberia, fr:.n where 
he hopped off at 1:10 a. m. His av- 


‘erage speed was about 130 miles an 
hour. 

Chita is about 1300 miles east of 
Novo-Sibirsk. 


Just before Mattern passed over 
Novo-Sibirsk he was 11 hours and 
14 minutes behind the Post-Gatty 
around-the-world record, estab- 
lished in 1931. Just after he passed 
over the city he cut the Post-Gatty 
lead to one hour and 44 minutes. 

This arises from the fact that 
Post and Gatty stopped at. Novo- 
Sibirsk and stayed there nine hours 
and 30 minutes. Mattern kept 
right on going. 

Mattern lost 33 minutes on the 
journey from Omsk to Novo- 
Sibirsk. Starting 84 hours and 50 
minutes after he left New York, 
he required three hours to reach 
Novo-Sibirsk. Post and Gatty did 
the same distance in two hours and 
27 minutes. Their elapsed time on 
arrival at Novo-Sibirsk was 76 
hours and 36 minutes. 


Says at Omsk That He'll Beat Post 
and Gatty’s Record Yet.

OMSK, Siberia, June 7. — James 
Mattern left Omsk at daybreak for 
Chita, 1700 miles east of Omsk, just 
three days, 12 hours and 50 min- 
utes after leaving New York. Be- 
fore him ‘was favorable weather 
with very light headwinds, a clear 
sky and good visibility.

Substitute Words Sought. 

For the presumptive clause, it is 
explained, the administration, in 
cafrying out the purposes of the 
economy act, is trying to substitute 
the words “reasonable doubt.” If 
there is a “presumption” in favor of 
the veteran, the hands of the ad- 
ministration are tied. If the lan- 
guage is “reasonable doubt,” the de- 
. €ision may be against the veteran; 
but assurance is given that in ev- 
ery. case of such doubt, the ques- 
tion will be resolved in favor of the 
veteran. 


The Connally amendment, it is 
contended, violates a principle laid 
down in the Democratic national 
‘platform, as well as the letter and 
spirit of the economy act. 

Not only does it revivify the pre- 
sumptive clause, but it takes care 
of men who suffer illness from their 
own misconduct and of “peace time 
soldiers” who came into the army 
after the armistice and up to July 
2, 1921.. Also, it places on a war 
footing, it is said, some thousands 
of men who went to student train- 
ing camps.

“The economic emergency is not 
over,” said Wagner. “It is upon us 
in fullest force. There has been 
some slight improvement, it is true, 
but if we do nothing to speed re- 
vival, we shall not only lose such 
gains as have been made but shall 
relapse into a chaos the conse- 
quences of which are too alarming 
to contemplate.” 

Says Anti-Trust Laws Have Failed. 

Wagner said that the anti-trust 
laws, which the bill proposes to 
suspend for two years, had failed 
signally to accomplish their pur- 
pose. 

“The anti-trust laws,” he pro- 
ceeded, “have not checked in the 
slightest degree the constant 
growth in the size of business units, 
and the intensifying concentration 
of economic power in the hands of 
a relatively few enormous enter- 
prises. During the period 1920 to 1929 

“The 200 largest non-financial 
corporations received 40.7 per cent 
of the net income earned by all the 
non-finanical corporations in the 
country. And in these 200 enter- 
prises, 80 per cent of the wealth 
was controlled by management, as 
distinguished from ownership. 

“While the anti-trust laws did not 
prevent the. displacement of small 
enterprises by big business, they 
did have other effects. Many of 
these effects were bad. Business 
was forced to grow big partly by 
methods that injured the very 
groups the laws sought to protect 
—the small undertaking, the con- 
sumer and the laborer. 

“Since the law frowned upon the 
mutual association of independent 
groups, business expanded in size 
by ruthless and predatory practices, 
and by crushing the weaker man 
through resort to devices which, 
while they did not violate the law, 
bore heavily upon the small enter- 
prise. The frightful economic 
waste, in turn, was charged to the 
consumer of goods. 

“Expansion Forced Underground.” 

“In addition, much expansion was 
forced underground. It took the 
devious forms of holding companies, 
interlocking directorates, stock con- 
trol and the intricate maze of fi- 
nancial machinations which are a 
constant threat to the public inter- 
est because they are not brought 
into the open. ‘

Bureau Reports More Garments 
Distributed Than Month Before; 
Many Are Turned Down. 
Wart weather brought fo .d 
érease in demands on the Cloth- 
ing Bureau, 815 North Broadway, 
Mrs. Irvin Bettman, director, 
states in her report for May. In 
hat month 74,592 gafmentse were 
fistributed among the rieédy, 8900 
more than in the prévious month. 
The Bureau, Mrs. Bettman re 
ports, was unable to fill 8382 requi- 
sitions presented during the month. 
Shoes atid summer clothing of all 
gorts are the greatest neéd at pres- 
ent, she said. 
~ During May the Bureau’s shoe 
repair shop réconditoined 3739 
pairs of shoes, making the total 
so far this year 17,067. It is staffed 
by mén formerly unemployed and 
its services aré available without 
charge to those being helped by 


‘relief agencies.

TO WAR VETERANS 


Memorandum Gives Terms 
of President Roosevelt's 


Order Putting New Rules | 501,000 


Into Effect. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Here is 
@ memorandum issued by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration in explana- 
tion of the new regulations affect- 
ing war veterans’ allowances or- 
dered into effect by President 
Roosevelt: , 

Memorandum pertaining to 
amendatory regulations June 6, 
1933. \ by 
Many changes were made today 
by the President in veterans’ regu- 
lations concerning pensions of vet. 
erans of the World War and the 
Spanish-American War. 

Amendment No. 1 changes the 
basic rate for war-time service-con- 
nected disabilities of veterans of 
the Spanish-American War and the 
World War from $8 to $80 to $9 to 
$90. Under this amendment the ser- 
vice-connected Spanish - American 
War veterans will receive payments 
substantially in excess of those 
which they were receiving prior to 
the passage of the economy act. As 
to World War veterans, the new 
rate is 10 per cent less than the 
rate in effect for permanent ser- 
vice-connected disabilities prior to 
the economy act. 

Amendment. No. 2 provides for 
ratings for the loss of use of s 
or legs on a comparable basis with 
anatomical losses of such members. 

Amendment No. 3 provides a 
special rate of $150 per month in 
lieu of $100 per month previously 
provided by regulation for persons 
who have suffered the anatomical 
losses or the loss of use of both 
hands or both feet, or of one hand 
and one foot, or where the person is 
so héipless as to be in need of regu- 
lar aid and attendance where such 
loss resulted from injury or dis- 
ease incurred in war time service. 

Amendment No. 4 provides a spe- 
cial rate of $175 per month in lieu 
of the rate of $150 per month pre- 
viously authorized by regulation for 
persons who have suffered the 
anatomical loss or the loss of use 
of both hands and one foot, or both 
feet and ne hand, resulting frm 
injury or disease incurred in war- 
time service. 

Amendment No. 5 increases the 
rates payable for service-connected 
peace.time disabilities to 50 per 
cent of the rate payable for disabil- 
ities incurred in war-time service. 

Amendment No. 6 authorizes the 
payment of war-time rates to peace- 
time veterans or their dependents, 
injured or killed in military occupa- 
tions or expeditions, such as Nica- 
ragua, Haiti, China, etc. 

Amendment No. 7 authorizes an 
increase in rate for those Spanish- 
American War veterans who served 
90 days or more and who are over 
62 years of age, from $6 to $15 per 
month. 

Amendment No. 8 authorizes an 
increase in rate for non-service con- 
nected permanent and total disabil- 
ities for World War and Spanish- 
American war veterans from $20 to 
$30 per month. This will include 
all presumptive world war cases 
coming off the rolls who are per- 
manently and totally disabled. 

Amendment No. 9 revises the rat- 
ing schedule to provide a 10-step 
schedule in lieu of the five-step 
schedule previously authorized by 
regulations.

Burial, Funeral 


Amendment No. 10 pertains to 
burial and funeral expenses for de- 
ceased honorably discharged war 
veterans, so as to authorize the pay- 
ment of the allowance of $75, in- 
cluding transportatién, if the vet- 
eran’s net assets at time of death 
are less than £10. In determining 
assets, it is provided that there shall 
not be included accrued benefits, 
such as compensation, pension, etc.

U. S. Contends Transfer of 


Securities to Trust Fund 


Was ‘Wash Sale’ to Show 


The close legal question of de- 
termining the intentions of the late 
Edward Mallinckrodt Sr. in dispos- 
ing of a block of stocks and bonds 
in 1920, was laid before United 
States District Judge Davis today 
at the close of a hearing which be- 
gan yesterday. 

The Government, seeking to col- 
lect a $67,000 income tax assess- 


ment from the $2,000,000 estate of 
the chemical manufacturer, con- 
terids the transaction was a “wash 
sale,” made to enable him to claim 
a loss of $135,995. In addition to 
the tax assessment the Govern- 
ment asks for interest at 6 per cent 
annually from 1921. 

On the other side, the estate con- 
tends that the sale was a bona fide 
transaction, although it admits 
Mallinckrodt sold the securities to 
a trust fund set up for his son, Ed- 
ward Mallinckrodt Jr., over which 
the elder Mallinckrodt had abso- 
lute control at the time. The es- 
tate agrees with the contention of 
the Government that Mallinckrodt 
gave to the trust the $55,773 needed 
to purchase the securities from 
him, on which the loss was claimed 
in his income tax return for 1920. 

Try to Show Potential Value. 

Principal effort of the Govern- 
ment has been to show that 168 
shares of New England Equitable 
Insurance Co, stock and 1113 shares 
of Hargadine-McKittrick Dry Goods 
Co. stock included in the sale at 
$1 a share were without ‘value, 
thereby bolstering their contention 
that the sale was made purely to 
give Mallinckrodt an opportunity to 
claim the loss represerited by the 
decline in the stocks’ value. 

Yesterday afternoon the estate 
attempted to show that the stocks 
had a “potential value,” -however, 
and that therefore it was possible 
to obtain a purchaser for them. 

For the estate, Claude Ricketts, 
manager of the Railway Exchange 
Building, testified the building 
stock, held at that time by Harga- 
dine-McKittrick, had a “potential 
value” if reorganization of the 
building company were accom- 
plished, the assumption being that 
therefore the dry goods company 
stock also had a “potential value.” 

Wouldn't Have Bought It. 

“If Railway Exchange stock were 
offered to you for purchase in 1920, 
would you have bought it?” Assist- 
ant United States Attorney Stat- 
tler asked in cross-examination, af- 
ter Ricketts had told of the build- 
ing going into receivership in 1923. 

“No,” Ricketts replied. 

Isaac H. Orr, chairman of the 
board of the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., testified for the estate that the 
“potential value” of the Hargadine- 
McKittrick stock was not wiped out 
until the Railway Exchange receiv- 
ership in 1923, but also answered 
that he would not have bought Rail- 
way Exchange stock in 1920. 

A. H. Stilles, confidential secre- 
tary to Mallinckrodt up to the death 
of the chemical manufacturer in 
1928, testified that Mallinckrodt, 
having decided to sell the holdings 
mentioned in his 1920 income tax 
return, “found a client” in the trust 
estate. Stilles said that he himself 
did not know at the time that the 
New England Equitable stock was 
worthless and testified that Mal- 
linckrodt had never indicated he 
had such an opinion, either. 

Caulfield U. S. Witness. 

For the Government, former Gov. 
Henry S. Caulfield, receiver for 
Hargadine-McKittrick, testified he 
considered the stock without value 
at the time Mallinckrodt sold it. 
William A. O’Cofinor, former gen- 
eral agent for New England Equita- 
ble, testified likewise that in his 
opinion the stock of his former 
company was without value at that 
time. 

R. McKittrick Jones, one of two 
trustees appointed by the banks to 
liquidate Hargadine - McKittrick, 
agreed with former Gov. Caulfield 
that the dry goods stock had no 
value at the time of the sale. 

In addition to the securities sold 
at $1 a share, the transaction with 
the trust also included the transfer 
of Hudson & Manhattan stock, pur- 
chased at $70,264 and turned over 
to the estate for $46,873, and Com- 
merce Trust stock purchased by 
Mallinckrodt for $37,000 and turned 
over to the trust for $6000. 

In Litigation Since 1924. 

The claim against the Mailinc- 
krodt_estate has been in litigation 
sice 1924, when the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue entered a defi 
ciency assessment of $61,171 
later increased to $67,000. The 
Board of Tax Appeals ruled in 
Mallinckrodt’s favor in claiming

‘| the loss, but the Commissioner re- 


fused to accept the ruling and took 
the case to the District Court. 

The fact that the securities were 
sold to a trust controlled by Mal- 
linckrodt, and that he supplied the 
money for the sale, was net before 
the tax board. 

Christian Zeitinger, the fina] wit- 
ness presented by the estate, testi- 
fied he purchased Hargadine-Me- 
Kittrick stock in 1920 at from 25 
cents to $1.25 a share. On cross- 
examination by the Government. 
however, he testified he had bought 
it to qualify for filing a receiver. 
ship suit against the dry goods 
company. : 

At the close of Zeitinger’s tes:t-

Says Old Courthouse Needs 


Attention for Preservation 


Secretary of Architects’ Commission, Listing 
Historic Buildings in Missouri, Declares 
Murals Should Be Restored by Expert. 


The Old Courthouse is one of the 
few historic Missouri buildings in a 
a condition that needs attention, 


John A. Bryan, member of the 
Historic Building Preservation 
Committee of the St. Louis Chap- 
ter, American Institute of Archi- 


signs itects, said today. 


Bryan, a former president of the 
chapter, secretary of the Architec- 
tural Club, and author of a vol- 
ume on “Missouri’s Contribution to 
American Architecture,” pointed out 
that the famous old building is in 
need of cleaning. He added that 
the Wimer murals in the dome were 
in need of restoration—by an artist, 
and not by a house painter, as oc- 
curred a decade ago. 

Local architects, he said, favored 
the restoration of two oval court- 
rooms in line with their historic 
uses, This, he urged, was a mat- 
ter for the city. While the local 
chapter has sent to the American 
Institute of Architects the names of 
Missouri buildings deserving of 
preservation because of historical 
and ‘architectural interest, it has no 
funds for the purpose. 

Recommended for Preserving. 

Among those recommended was 
the Ranney residence built in 1839, 
overlooking the.Mississippi in Cape 
Girardeau. It is now in private 
hands, but Cape Girardeau socie- 
ties plan to obtain it for preserva- 
tion as their headquarters when 
funds are available, Bryan related. 

Other homes recommended in 
other parts of the State were the 
Rozier mansion and Vion Papin’s 
residence at Ste. Genevieve, “Ken- 
nett Castle” on the Mississippi at 
Selma landing, the Johnson-McEl- 
hinney home at St. Charles, and 
Nathan Boone’s home west, of St. 
Charles. 

The Lewis Bissell home was built 
of brick in 1823 on a bluff over- 
looking the Mississippi at . 4426 
North Fourteenth street. It has 
roof platform, enclosed by a railing, 
and a two-story veranda, typical of 
the period. 

Down at the northwest corner of 
South Twelfth boulevard and Mor- 
rison street is an old home with @ 
two-decker porch of another style— 
the wrought iron work characteris- 
tic of New Orleans and Charleston, 
S.C. Bryan understood it to be the 
only remaining St. Louis example 
of this type, which, he believed, 
must once have been common here. 
It was built in 1850 by Henry D. 
Bacon, partner in private banking 
of his father-in-law, Daniel D. Page, 
second Mayor of St. Louis. 

St. Vincent de Paul Church. 

The Church of St. Vincent de 
Paul, Ninth and Barry streets, built 
in 1840 in Antoine Soulard’s addi- 
tion, was the second Cathoile place 
of worship erected in St. Louis. Al- 
most opposite, at Ninth street and 
Park avenue, the Jarrot-Tillman 
house, built four years later, pre- 
sents one of the few examples of a 
Greek revival in. St. Louis home 
building. Its reflects the 
Grecian style of the church en- 
trance, as does a gateway sur-

The fence -is of wood on a stone 
foundation, a type common in St. 
Louis, Bryan said, when every home 
had its garden. 

‘The residence of Dr. Nicolas De- 
Menil was built at 3352 South Thir- 
teenth street in 1842. Its chimneys 
are worked into the gables in a 
fashion which, Bryan commented, 
was perhaps the predominant lo- 
cal characteristic. The same trat- 
ment was followed elsewhere, but 
not so extensively as here. 

An ornate wrought iron fence 
is a feature of the DeMenil home. 
Even a huge urn on the lawn is 
of wrought iron. The two-story ve- 
randa is supported by elongated, 
fluted columns with Ionic capitals. 

“White Haven” The Oldest. 

Scrupulously preserved since 
1808 by a succession of private 
owners, “White Haven,” the Dent 
home west of Gravois: road and 
north of the Busch estate is 
thought to be the oldest in Greater 
St. Louis. Here Ulysses S. Grant, 
visiting a West Point classmate, 


their children were born. 

Originally Gravois road ran in 
front of the house, but the story 
goes that the highway was re-. 
located after Julia’s father, Fred- 
erick T. Dent, quarreled with the 
County Surveyor. Huge maples 
and weather-beaten locust trees 
frame the two-story white build- 
ing. Its rough-hewn oak floors 
have been worn by the feet of gen- 
erations, but the oak and walnut 
selected by Col. Dent for his home 
a century ago seem sound as the 
day it was built. 

The residence is used as a sum- 
mer home but still preserved as al- 
most a Grant museum by Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert Wenzlick. Several years 
ago they found a fireplace sealed 
by plaster in the dining room. In 
the fireplace were, apparently, for- 
gotten, toys of the Dent children— 
a broken doll, four marbles, china 
buttons, a battered wooden top. 

Visitors are many. An aged man 
paused in one of the bedrooms a 
year or so ago, stared at the ceiling 
and remarked, “I see they’re all 
gone.” He explained that he was 
looking for bullet-holes. made, he 
said, when Grant and other young 
officers from Jefferson Barracks 
used to lie in bed and fire at the 
ceiling.

MORGAN DENOUNCES 
SOCIALISTIC TREND 


One of “Guaranteeing Dis- 
tribution of Wealth.” 


LONDON, June 7.—Overspending 
by Governments and the, trend to- 
ward Socialism are largely respon- 
sible for the world’s troubles, J. P. 
Morgan told the,correspondent of 
the London ‘Daily Express in Wash- 
ington yesterday. ° 

This assertion is printed in 


Wedneésday’s Daily Express, which 
quotes the banker, whose organi- 
zation is being investigated by the 
d Currencey 
Committee, as saying: — : 

“The whole world today is an 
example of the unrest caused by 
the Socialistic trend of govern: 
ment. : 

“England, France and the United 
States are examples of what legis- 
lators will do in order to give the 
people what they want. 

“Modern parliamentarians seem 
to be responsible for the orgy of 
overspending, giving to people ben- 
efits for which they have not 
worked and to which they are not 
entitled.” 

-Morgan deprecated the “legend” 
of the power of the House of Mor- 


“As a matter of fact, we hayen't 
got as much power as President 
Roosevelt.” 

Discussing the existing social- 
economic system, Morgan is quoted 
by the Daily Express as saying: 

“T think the capitalistic system 
will endure because it is the only 
system guaranteeing distribution of 
wealth. | 

“Once you get started on redis- 
tribution of the world’s goods, you 
can’t stop. The next person com- 
ing along will want redistribution 
after his own fashiop.” 

The interviewer points out that 
the only bank in the world endur- 
ing as long as the Morgan private 
enterprise is the Rothschild insti- 
tution and says Morgan declared: 

“We have’ existed for 70 years. 
We try never to make a mistake. 

“Tf we don’t make any, I suppose 
we will still be going long after my 
time.”

“WOUND WIFE, KILL GUARD 


He Is Driving to 


Group of — in Auto Attacks Him While 
Athens and Pur- 
sues Him for Three Miles.

| ATHENS, June 7—An attempt 
was made last night to assassinate 
Eleuthherios Venizelos, who hus 
been Prime Minister Greece 
‘eight times since 1910. 

The veteran statesman narrowly 
escaped death at the hands of a 
party of gunmen who fired from 
an automobile at the motor car in 
which Venizelos and his wife were 
traveling . from Amaroussis to 
Athens. | 

The. shots’ killed a guard ac- 
companying the former Prime Min- 
ister and struck Mme. Venizelos, 
who suffered four serious wounds 
in the lungs and stomach. The 
driver of the Venizelos machine 
was cut by glass from a broken 
window. 

The chauffeur stayed at the 
wheel, and drove the travelers to 
their destination. 

The gunmen, whose motive was 
not determined, escaped. 

Mme. Venizelos, the second wife 
of the former Prime Minister is 
the daughter of a wealthy Anglo- 
Greek resident of Schlizzi. They 
were married in London in 1921. 

Prime Minister Panayoti Tsalda- 
tis expressed regret and horror at 
the attack and immediately issued 
orders for a search for the gun- 
men. 

Venizelos’ Story of Crime. 

Venizelos, describing the assas- 
sination attempt, said: “My wife 
and I were returning to Athens

We 
passed three passenger busses, but 
they took no notice of our plight, 
preferring to get out of the range 
of shots.” 


Venizelos Defeated in Recent Elec- 


tion by Royalist. 

Venizelos was defeated in the 
March 6 elections by Tsaldaris, a 
leader of the Royalist Party who 
pledged loyalty to the Republic last 
fall. Venizelos had succeeded Tsal- 
daris as Prime Minister Jan. 17, 
10 weeks after relinquishing the 
post so that Tsaldaris might form 
a coalition Government. 


On the basis of Tsaldaris’ — 
of allegiance, Venizelos agreed to 
tolerate the government of his op- 
ponents, who had a slim majority. 

Venizelos is known as the enemy 
of royalty—the name “the modern 
Ulysses” having been given him 
for his 50-year fight for democracy. 
President Wilson called him one of 
the greatest statesmen in Europe. 


DR. BUTLER PREDICTS 
DETARONING OF MONEY 


Thinks World Events Will Ex- 
pel It_From High Places; 
Defends “Brain Trust.’’ 


the Associated Press. 

"NEW YORK, June 7.—Dr. Nicho- 
las Murray Butler yesterday pre- 
dicted “that as a result of what has 
been and is now going on in the 
world, money. may be dethroned 
and expelled from the high place 
which it has been occupying for 
some 400 years.” 

Addressing the 179th commence- 
ment at Columbia University, of 
which he is president, Dr. Butler 
said money has “in itself no reality 
and but little value. It is an inven- 
tion of man to meet the practical 
situation which is created when 
men are able to produce more than 
they consume or when they pro- 
duce something different from that 
which they wish to consume.” 

Dr. Butler said “what has given 
money ‘its vast influence and its 


use to buy power over men. 

“Control of money,” the educator 
said, “and constant association 
with money is perhaps the most 
demoralizing of human occupations. 
There is something about this con- 
tact and control which obscures 
moral principles and human values, 
and tends to develop a stiffly legal- 
istic attitude toward every human 
relationship. 

“This eontact and control are 
uniformly accompanied by secre- 
tiveness, and secretiveness without 
any actual falsehood whatever is 
one of the most effective instru- 
ments of deceit. 

“Until a condition is ‘brought 
about in which money is looked 
upon and treated as the symbol 
which it is and not as a commodity 
with a value and a purpose of its 
own, men .can never shake them- 
selves free from the shackles of 
what they have so long described as 
the ‘money power.” 

At an alumni luncheon Dr. Butler 
upheld the administration “brain 
trust” as the successor of what he 
termed a “blockhead trust” which 
he said had dominated | ‘the Cap- 
ital. 

“They have been so accustomed 
to the long rule of the blockhead 
trust in Washington that they are 
very cynical and contemptuous of 
the brain trust,” he said. 

“The very idea of bringing any- 
one who knows anything associated 
with public policy to Washington is 
sufficiently revolutionary to excite 
public discussion. 

“The men on whom they are call- 
ing are tried and trusted —— 
They have had a large ence 
in the formulation and execution 
of public policies.”

The invitation for funds was di- 
rected especially at small holders 
of capital. To favor these Secre- 
tary Woodin announced he was re- 
serving the right to accept all sub- 
scriptions of $10,000 or less even 
though they require more than the 
total of securities offered. 

Bids were called for on “$500,000,- 
000 or thereabouts,” of five-year 
2% per cent Treasury notes, pro- 
ceeds of which will go largely to 
the public works spending. In addi- 
tion there was offered “$400,000,000 
or thereabouts” of nine-minth % 


|per cent certificates. Customarily 


issues are oversubscribed and the 
billion dollar figure is expected to 
be reached with ease. 

Financing to be done with the 
new funds includes paying off $374,- 


}000,000 of maturing certificates, and 


$104,000,000 interest on the ‘public 
debt, due June 15. 

The issues will bring Roosevelt 
administration securities sales to 
$2,372,000,000, for in March the 
Treasury sold $800,000,000 worth 
and in April added $572,000,000. The 
banking upheaval in March forced 
an interest rate of 4% per cent on 
the nint-month offerings of that 
month, but the new securities are 
down to normal interest rates, as 
were those of April. 

. The new notes are not subject to 
redemption before maturity date, 
June 15, 1938. Both issues are ex- 
empt from any taxes but. inheri- 
tance and estate levies. 


LEAGUE BARS MANCHUKUO 
FROM WORLD CONVENTIONS 


Drastic Measures Decided On in 
Move to Enforce Policy of Non- 
Recognition. 
By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, June 7.—Drastic mea- 
sures to make effective the League 


of Nations policy of refusing recog- 
nition to the new State of Manchu- 
kuo, established in Manchuria with 
the assistance of the Japanese, were 
set forth in a report adopted today 
by the League Advisory Committee 
on the far-Eastern question. 

The report sets forth that Man- 
chukuo may be excluded from in- 
ternational conventions, such as 
those dealing with postal questions, 
aerial questions, chemistry, weights 
and measures, sanitation, opium and 
the Red Cross. 

In the matter of the Kellogg- 
Briand pact, the Washington Gov- 
ernment is entitled to ask the opin- 
ion of other signatories as to 
whether Manchukuo is to be admit- 
ted. 


SENATE PASSES ESTATE BILL 


Civil Damage Action Measure De- 
signed te Prevent Abatement. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The 
Senate today passed and sent to the 
House a bill providing that no civil 
damage actions brought by the 
United States shall be abated by 
the death of the defandant, but 
shall be enforceable against the 
estate. Senator Nye (Rep.), author 
of the bill, said it was designed to 
protect the Government in an ac- 
tion against Edward L. Doheny. 

J. Crawford Biggs, as acting At- 
torney-General, approved the bill. 
He described the defendant as 
“very wealthy and very old” and 
said “if pecuniary lability exists it 
does not seem fitting that the 
death of such defendant ought to 
end the possibility of pecuniary re- 
lief from his qtherwise ample es 
tate.” :

He is Edmund R. Kinsey, re 
tired recently as president of the 
Board of Public Service, with the 
change of administration, after 20 
years in office. With no expecta- 
tion of returning to public life, he 
hopes to be of service as a citizen 
in helping plan the future develop- 
ment of the community. He is not 
retiring from his profession, but 
has opened an office downtown. 

Kinsey has the enthusiasm of a 
zealot for making structural things 
grow, for substituting the attrac- 
tive and useful for the unpleasant. 
Of all the public works he has di- 
rected, the one nearest his heart is 
Memorial Plaza, the civic center 
which has begun to take shape 
downtown. 

“I could have made a good deal 
more money by remaining in pri- 
vate business,” Kinsey d to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at his in- 
teresting old home, 6638 Vermont 
avenue. “But there is a certain 
glory about public work and public 
life, and a certain satisfaction in 
it. Its’ ‘kick’ is something that 
can’t be taken from you. The 
satisfaction of constructing and 
creating things is worth a lot in 


life.” 
His Hardest Fight. 


What undertaking put the hard- 
est pressure on him? “I was prob- 
ably called a stubborn guy most 
in the Delmar grade crossing case. 
I saved the western part of the 
city from having an elevated rail- 
road. People clamored for that as 
the easy way out of the problem; 
they wanted. action, but I stood out 
for the proper solution.” 

Had any one ever tried to bribe 
him? “Never in all those years 
was there a direct approach with 
an offer for doing some thing. 
That doesn’t mean that unsuccess- 
ful efforts were not made to reach 
me by devious ways.” 


About 5500 public hearings on 
improvements were conducted by 
Kinsey as board president. In them 
he dealt with every class of the 
population, but doubtless predomi- 
nant was the small home owner, 
none too familiar with City Hall 
procedure and always anxious 
about his tax bills. Kinsey thinks 
the most exciting hearing, he held, 
and the one which disturbed him 
the most, mentally, was on the re- 
moval of car tracks from widened 
Gravois avenue. He says a Pub- 
lic Service Company execntive 
brought a crowd, presumably of 
employes, in an effort to impress 
the company’s ideas. This was the 
largest crowd Kinsey remembers at 
a hearing. 

Once Kinsey broke his gavel try- 
ing to call the late Frank H. Ger- 
hart to order. Gerhart was a fre- 
quent and lengthy speaker at hear- 
ings, especially where the Munic- 
ipal Bridge was concerned. Kinsey 
recalled: “Gerhart, with whom I 
agreed heartily at times and dis- 
agreed just as heartily the rest of 
the time, got mad at me and I got 
mad at him. I can’tveven remem- 
ber what the hearing was about. 
The next day we apologized to each 
other. 

An Education in Patience. 

“Public hearings: are a liberal ed- 
ucation in patience. It is necessary 
to remember that for most of: the 
people appearing this is the one and 
only contact with municipal govern- 
ment; it is important to them, no 
matter how routine it seems to

Born 60 years ago in a Quaker 
settlement near Muscatine, Ia., 
Kinsey entered the world 19 months 
before Herbert Hoover and a few 
miles from Hoover's birthplace, an- 
other Quaker village. Kinsey’s fath- 
er, the late Circuit Judge William 
M. Kinsey, was of Quaker stock. 
He came here to practice law when 
his only son was a few months old. 
Kinsey was graduated from the old 
Manual Training School and for a 
time took engineering courses at 
Washington University. He quit in 
1891 in favor of practical work un-

der a famous engineer, Robert E. 
McMath, who had just finished 
service as Sewer Commissioner. 


Next, Kinsey opened his own en- 
gineering office, doing work for St. 
Louis and other cities. Then came 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
of 1904. Kinsey spent three busy 
years as engineer of lagoons, road- 
ways and grading. He made the 
construction plans for the famous 
cascades, solved problems in shift- 
ing much earth, put the River des 
Peres in a new location, hiding it 
in a wooden box for the duration 
of the fair; directed maintenance 
and did all sorts of odd engineer. 
ing jobs—“It was the best school 
a fellow could go to.” He built 
McKinley Bridge, in Forest Park, 
the first reinforced concrete bridge 
here, which still stands. He worked 
seven days a week and missed only 
three days. The day after the fair 
closed he returned to private prac- 
tice. 

Campaigned by Letters. 

In 1913 several persons asked 
Kinsey to run for president of the 
old Board of Public Improvements, 
the day before filing time expired. 
His campaign consisted of writing 
550 letters, but the Republicans 
nominated him; then he made four 
speeches and was elected by a small 
majority over the late Ben C. Ad- 
kins, who was Water Commission- 
er. In 1914 the new Charter au- 
tomatically made him président of 
the mew Board of Public Seryice, 
with greatly increased duties, May- 
or Kiel reappointed him in 1917 and 
1921, and Mayor Miller in 1925 and 
1929 


The president not only has gen- 
eral direction of the board’s work, 
but is head of his own department, 
which designs and builds all pub- 
lic engineering and architectural 
works, except those delegated else- 
where, such as waterworks and 
street lights.

ITH the recent passage of the in-

Those who are doing this ballyhooing 
about prosperity have overlooked the 


- main factor—the return of mass purchas- 


ing power. By this, I mean a-wage that 
will allow an individual to buy some 
surplus commodities over and above the 
bare necessities of existence. 

For example, evaporated milk, an ab- 


7) solute food necessity, has jumped from 
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$2.25 to $3 per case, a rise of 33 per cent. 


’ Shoes have advanced from 20 to 25 per 


cent. Numerous other food items, such 


2 as canned goods and meats, have had 


proportionate rises. 

Have the recent advances in wages and 
salaries kept pace with. this inflationary 
rise in commodity prices? I do not think 
so. Take for an illustration the case of 
a well-known large manufacturer. The 


_ executive offices have ordered a general 


5 per cent increase in wages through- 
out the country, but if a laborer makes 
only $20 per week, this increase will 
amount to only $1 a week. His condi- 
tion will.be worse off, as he will cut 
‘down on food necessities due to the 
increase in food prices. 

Although there are isolated instances 
of employers raising wages in sympathy 
with the Roosevelt program, the aver- 
age employer will not be a philanthropist 
at the expense of his profits when the 
labor market is glutted with 13,000,000 
unemployed and he can obtain help at 
his own price. It is again a question of 
the law of supply and demand. 

If mass purchasing power is not re-

Thus it is that nearly one-third the number of 
states required to remove the prohibition amend- 
ment have presented the question to their voters 
before Missouri has so much as set a date for her 
election of convention delegates. There is no need 
for alarm over this fact, but since there will be no 
time to lose if Missouri is to ratify under the Weeks 
act, it will be well for Gov. Park and those asso- 
ciated with him to set the necessary dates and an- 
nounce other pertinent information as soon a8 pos- 
sible. 

The need for prompt. action in Missouri arises 
from the fact that the Weeks act is not a measure 
passed only to take care of the repeal of prohibition, | 
but is rather one establishing the procedure for act- 
ing on all amendments to the Federal Constitution 
specifically submitted to state conventions instead 
of to state Legislatures. It, therefore, necessarily 
fixes no dates, but leaves them to be set by the Gov- 
ernor through proclamation. 

Our Jefferson City correspondent recently report- 


ied that Gov. Park was concerned over whether there 


would be sufficient time to complete all the steps of 
ratification. The reason for this cdncern is clear. 
The Weeks act requires the election of delegates 
within six months after the submission of the 
amendment to the states by Congress. Taking the 
date of submission as Feb. 20, the date of adoption 
of the Blaine resolution by Congress, it follows that 
the election of delegates must be held on or before 
Aug. 20. The Weeks act, under the State Constitu- 
tion, does not become effective until July 24, 90 days 
after adjournment by the Legislature. This means 
that there will be less than a month within which 
to hold the minor conventions and elect the dele 
gates-at-large. - 

Inasmuch as there will be three sets of minor con- 
ventions, it is evident that everything must be in 
readiness when the Weeks act takes effect. Mass 
meetings of voters must first be held in every pre- 
cinct in the State, the wets and the drys each nam- 
ing two delegates to a county convention. At each 
subsequent county convention, two wet delegates and 
two dry delegates will be elected to a convention 
comprising the delegates from all the counties with- 
in the senatorial district. Finally, the 34 senatorial 
district conventions will nominate 68 wets and 68 
drys on separate slates. These two slates will be of- 
fered to the voters at the election of delegates-at- 
large to the repeal convention at Jefferson City. 

It remains to be seen how smoothly the Weeks 
act procedure will work. In some of the other states, 
less expensive and less complicated machinery has 
been devised. In Illinois, for instance, there was no 
succession of minor conventions. The wets got te 
gether and selected a slate from the entire State, 
choosing approximately two candidates from each con- 
gressional district. The drys did the same thing. 
Signatures to petitions authorizing these slates were 
then obtained under the State laws, and the job was 
done, save for the election itself. 

There is no doubt about the sentiment of Missouri 
on Federal prohibition. It was expressed in unmis- 
takable terms last November. No legalistic hitch, 
least of all the indefensible move on the part of 
the drys to delay action until the general election in 
1934, should be permitted to interfere with Mis- 
souri’s carrying out her already avowed part in ful- 
filling the will of the American people. 
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THE NEW YOUTH MOVEMENT. 

Youth has always been the most envied of our 
seven ages, but mere admiration nowadays is not 
enough.

Even so, such at- 
titude, manifestly, could have no influence upon our 
currency policy. No nation could be expected, or 
with good grace could be asked, to maintain a cur- 
rency policy to serve the purposes of any foreign 
business interest. That is a lesson which it has 
taken the United States a long time to learn, but we 
have finally learned it, in the matter of the tariff. 

We were warned repeatedly during the pendency 
of the Smoot-Hawley bill that, if those schedules 
were adopted, retaliatory measures would follow. But 
our booming old tories, like Senator Watson, laughed 
away such threats. Those threats have since been 
written into realities, with the result that interna- 
tional trade has been all but strangled. 

As with tariffs, so with currencies. No nation can 
patent any artifice or policy to serve itself at the 
expense of others. If England, for example, can, in 
just reprisal, build tariff walls as high as ours, so 
we, in the same spirit, can match her paper pound 
with a paper dollar. 

The big task before the nations is to find a modus 
vivendi—an intelligent commercial armistice to re 
vive foreign trade without sacrificing their home 
markets for their own products. The effort must 
needs fail if the nations undertake it with the 
thought in the back’ of their heads to get all they 
can and give the very least in return. 

The British exporter is cherishing an illusion if 
he hopes to have an edge on the American exporter, 
or any other exporter, by reason of a cheaper pound. 
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STARS IN THE SKY. 

It is over now, but it was a great show while it 
lasted. Astronomers said Jupiter and Mars were 
maneuvering through the movements leading to con- 
junction, explained that conjunction was the state of 
two celestial bodies having the same right uscenden- 
cy or longitude. To the rest of us, it was a thrilling 
race between a brilliant yellow blob and a deep red 
spark running nightly against the black backdrop 
of the Western sky.

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IN A BOSTON GARDEN. *

Is Fear the Motive?

“Tier there has been a substantial im- 


‘or in spite of, or independently of, the de- 


parture from the gold standard and the de- 
cision to manage the currency. The ques- 
tion is one that probably cannot be settled 
conclusively at this time. We have in fact 
been off the gold standard since March 
4, and formally we have been off it since 
April 19. During these three months, we 
have seen the most impressive signs of re- 
covery since the beginning of the depression. 

Now, obviously, it cannot be maintained 
that because two things happened at the 
same time they are cause and effect. There 
are very distinguished men, including the 
leading financial writers in the New York 
newspapers, who maintain that the recovery 
was due to come anyway, and that the 
“currency tinkering” has’ had nothing to 
do with it. Some of them argue that this 
must be so, since in fact the administration 
has not used its powers to tinker with the 
currency. 

This argument, I confess, does not impress 
me, for the plain fact is that the adminis- 
tration has tinkered with the currency. It 
has takén measures which have reduced 
the present gold value of the dollar between 
15 and 20 per cent. This is tinkering or 
the word has no meaning. It may still 
be true, however, that the recovery we are 
having would have come without tinkering 
with the currency. But the fact is that it 
has come while the dollar was being tin- 
kered with: 

There are other writers who maintain 
that the monetary measures are producing 
an effect, but that the effect is inherently 
bad. They say that the rise in prices and 
the increase in orders for goods are the 
results of fear—a fear of inflation. They 
say also that fear is a bad foundation for 


that the principal motive at work today is 
fear rather than heps and confidence, every- 
one ought to have the gravest doubts about 
the future of the present rally. 

How does one determine what motive 
actuates millions of people in the endless 
number of transactions which are 
on every day? Those who say that 
the motive are relying, it seems to m 
two forms of evidence.

that theory. Is it not possible to find some. 


kind of evidence which is less theoretical 
and less subjective, evidence which repre- 
sents the practical judgment of a large 
cross-section of the most prudent investors 
in the land? 

I think such evidence exists, It is to be 
found, I believe, in the bond market, By 
all orthodox theorizing, if fear of inflation 
is the dominant influence, men ought to be 
selling bonds and transforming the pro- 
ceeds into equities. A rising bond market 
inspired by fear of inflation is an absurdity. 

For bonds are bought by the most pru- 
dent and conservative investors, and if it 
is true that the departure from the gold 
standard and the depreciation of the dol- 
lar have been the wild, silly, dishonorable 
and dangerous acts some think they are, 
the bond market should reflect that judg- 
ment. Fear for the currency would raise 
commodity prices. It would raise common 
stocks, but certainly not bonds. 


Now, bonds have been rising while the 
administration has been tinkering with the 
currency. Let us look at the figures in 
Moody’s tables of bond prices, which are 
based on average yields of 120 domestic 
bonds. Two years ago, June 3, 1931, prices 
stood at 86.25. A year ago, June 2, 1932, 
they had fallen to 59.15. March 8, as a re- 
sult of the rally last summer, they stood at 
74.67, Last week, June 2, they stood at 
85.87. 

In other words, taken as a whole, bond 


' prices are practically back where they were 


in the early stages of the German crisis of 
1931. They fell to their lowest point while 
we were on the gold standard, They re- 
covered considerably while we were on the 
gold standard.

Anesthetics for Childbirth 


HE fact that there are so many 

methods being used to alleviate 

the pains associated with child- 
birth indicates a full-hearted re- 
sponse on the part of medical 
science in its continued search for 
an ideal anesthetic for this pur- 
pose. 

There are some ——— obstetri- 
cians who feel that the average wo- 
man has an exaggerated idea of the 
painfulness of the process and in 
consequence is almost hysterical in 
her demands for relief. 


This demand for painless delivery 
has increased the application of for- 
ceps to delivery, with, as some ob- 
stetricians believe, a resultant in- 
crease in injury to mother and 
child. 


The obstetrician and the anes- 
thetist must seek to aid nature 
without undue interference. 


From this viewpoint it can be un- 
derstood why the many excellent 
anesthetics employed in operating 
on a patient cannot to the same ex- 


‘tent be used advantageously in de- 


liveries.

$100,000 and enlarged the commit- 
tee’s jurisdiction so that it could 
use data contained in Federal] in- 
come tax returns. 

A large part of Van Sweringen’s 
testimony today related to the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad system. The 
former Cleveland real estate oper- 
ator gave a qualified denial to 
Ferdinand Pecora, committee coun- 
sel, that there was a connection in 
the fact that he is chairman of the 
board of the Missouri Pacific and 
president of the Allegheny Corpo- 
ration, a railroad holding company 
that controls not only the Missouri 
Pacific, but also the Chesapeake *& 
Ohio, the Erie, the Pere Marquette | 
and other Eastern lines. : 

In telling about the formation of | 
the Allegheny Company and the; 
esapeake Corporation, also a 
olding company, by the Van Swer- 
ingen brothers, O. P. and M. J., 
with the financial help of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the witness gave a4 
few figures relating to the transfer s 
of securities from the Vaness Com- 
pany, another holding company, / 
through the General Securities 
Company, a temporary holding 
company. The use of the tempo 
rary company, the witness said, was 
necessary “to avail us income tax 
xemptions provided by Congress ‘n 
the reorganization of corporations.”
